‘The Germans placed high hopes on 
their fortifications, hopes which in 
the early days of spring were seen 
shattered. The Soviet troops are 
breaking down the enemy’s defense 
line and doing it heroically. 

On one of the sectors the first to 
plerce the enemy's defenses was 
Sergeant Binuadze. Shouldering his 
trench mortar, he raced forward 
under enemy fire, butting a passage 
with trench mortar fire for the 
‘advancing infantry. Submachine 
‘gunner Porgun broke into a Ger- 
man fire point where he was con- 
fronted by three frenzied fascists. 
Despite the heavy odds against him 
—what with being outnumbered, 
cramped for space and fighting in 
darkness, he accepted battle. The 
result—two killed, the third taken 
prisoner. This is how the German 
fire points are passing into Soviet 
hands. 

The men of one of the Soviet 
units captured several fire points 
where the Germans abandoned up 


‘munition and 30 kilometers of cable.

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Blue Division Desertions Mount; 


Prisoner Reveals Low Spirits’ 


(By Wireless to Inter-Continent News) 

MOSCOW, May 19.— Spanish 
soldiers of the Blue Division fight- 
ing with the Nazis on the Soviet 
Front are deserting daily, a young 
soldier who came over to the Red 
Army revealed. 

The youthful Spaniard, Vincente 
Montes de la Ros, was with the 


Blue Division on the Leningrad 


Front. One night this month his 
chance came. He ran down to a 
river separating the front lines, 
pursued by shots from the German 
lines. Shouts from the Red Army 
trenches guiding him, he plunged 
into the icy stream and swam to 
the other shore, where he was pull- 
ed out by Soviet soldiers. 

“In 1936,” the 20-year-old desert- 
er said, “when ‘the fascists seized 
power in Seville, my father escaped 


down my father and wreaked their 
vengeance on him too.” 


Fourteen-year-old Vicente joined 
the Republican Army as a volun- 
teer and fought against the fas- 
cists on four fronts. He was wound- 
ed at Balager and taken prisoner 
by Franco. Then followed three 
years in a concentration camp. 
Conscription into the army cut 
short his prison term. 

“A few weeks ago,” Vicente con- 
tinued, “the recruits were rounded 


up and an order read about the 


recruitment of volunteers for the 
Blue Division. Then and there I 
resolved to join this division and 
make my way to the Soviet side.“ 

Before leaying for the front the 
young Spaniards wege told a lot of 
stories about the victories the Blue 


when they arrived at the front, 
the recruits were amazed by the 
“veterans.” 

“They are all so dirty,” Vicente 
said, “that they look like a lot of 
chimney sweepers. All of them 
have grown beards. They have not 
washed for the past few months. 


Some are wearing such torn 
trousers that they dare not leave 


the dugouts without their great- 
coats.”

Discipline in the division is poor, 
the officers hitting the soldiers on 
the slightest offense. The con- 
tempt with which the Germans 
treat the Spaniards is causing 
many of the men, including non- 
commissioned officers, to desert. 
Big groups of Spanish soldiers are 
roaming in the German rear on 
the pretext of having lost their 
units, or of having just been re- 
leased from the hospital. 


The Germans have placed sub- 
machine gunners behind the Span- 
ish positions to stop the desertions. 
Thie has failed and desertions are 
increasing, Vicente said. The sol- 
diers remaining in the division be- 
lieve that many of the deserters 
have joined up with Sovie: guer- 
rillas and are fighting in the Ger- 
man rear.
